The catalogue contains 64 pages 
of descriptive upon the fair and 
advertising contributed by various, 
merchants toward the success of 
the fair. 
The booklet is a credit 
to the Model Printing company, 
Mr. Hugh Ballew, proprietor, has 
handled the fair almost 
single 
handedly and the success during 
the coming week will be due almost 
entirely to his effort. 


An interesting 
feature of the 
catalogue is contained in the meas­ 
ure * of Agricultural progress in 
this county from the year 1826 to 
1926. The outline of the 100 years 
is given in a quaint history of 
this section: 


When one considers the great 
advancement that has been made 
in agriculture and industry 
in 
North Alabama since 1826 we can 
have a faint conception of the 
• progress we should make 
within 
the next century. 
One 
hundred 
years ago thjs country was a w il­ 
derness with a settler’s clearing 
scattered over it here and there. 
Decatur was a little 
settlement 
where boats landed and the land 
on which Albany stands was not 
even cleared for the plow. 
Harte 
selle was not thought 
pf 
then. 
Athens, Moulton and 
Somerville 
were the largest settlem ents then 
existing. 
Roads were mere clear­ 
ings through the woods. 
Travel- 
I 
ing was horseback, the buggy not 
having ntide its appearance 
that 
early. 
The public school system 
had not been established then and 
there were no free schoofs. In the 
year 1826 there were no appro- 
i "v priations made for any school pur­ 
poses by Morgan county. 


A log structure was built near 
Somerville to serve as a Court­ 
house, and a jail of the same ma­ 
il terial were built in 1826 and the 
man who superintended the con­ 
struction of the buildings received 
$30.00 for his services and the man 
who swung the doors and who did 
the whitewashing received $13 as 
compensation for his labor. 
There 
were no bridges over Flint creek, 
a log affair spanned Cotaco, but 
nearly all roads followed the In­ 
dian paths 
to 
creek 
and river 
\ "fords.” 
There was no difference in va­ 
rieties of corn and cotton, there 
were no crops such gs Soy Beans, 
"f' Velvet Beans, Vetch, 
Lespedeza, 
end many other crops that 
our 
farmer* an» familiar ‘with.

chickens were “gam es,” the hogs 
were “razorbacks,” and the cows 
were all the common kind.

In form er years, a wide 
sand 
beach stretched along Waikiki from 
Diamond Head alm ost to the busi­ 
ness section of th e , waterfront, a 
distance of about five miles. Then 
certain property owners along the 
beach 
conceived 
the 
idea 
of 
building vertical retaining walls on 
the seaward side of their lots. The 
effect of these walls was to start 
the undermining of adjacent prop­ 
erty, with_the result 
th at these 
owners would in turn build walls 
to protect themselves and finally 
much of the natural sand deposit 
was washed out to sea. 
The experiments in front of the 
new hotel were made with tempor­ 
ary wooden groins set a t an angle 
from the beach Kne to determine if 
the sand which had been washed 
away could be recovered.

sults have 
amply 
demonstrated 
that it can be, for in front of the 
Moana hotel, the O utrigger 
Club 
and the Royal Hawaiian hotel, a 
wide sandy beach has again been 
built up and the coral which for­

.entirely covered with sand;

Perhaps they ,»«ve pleased a part 
of the people, there may be another portion of the 
populace not at all pleased with the results of the 
administration.

Roads cost
